Large as are these sources of wealth and 
greatness, yet for Louisville there is a 
larger. Our merchants may reap a reve- 
nue in handling the productions of other 
cities; but so long as they occupy the posi- 
hen of agents, their station is subordi- 
nate, Though the brands of our busi- 
ness houses become fanuliar in the 
most distant limits of Florida 
and Texas; though the gold of ready pay- 
ments accelerate the rotation of stock and 
enlarge the profits of capital, yet Loms- 
ville will not mse to that height of pros- 
perity to which she aspires. 


This, however, is not true of Louisville 
alone. These remarks apply as well to any 
interior city. Sea coast cities are the cen- 
ters ot commerce and trade. The nature 
of commerce and trade makes the propo- 
sition evident.

GEMERAL LAFAYETTE. 


Another Eye-witness’ Sketch of His 
Receptions in Louisville. 

[To the Eanor of the Courier-Joureaal.] 
In your paper of June 'n a correspondent 
gives the remini:cences of the reception of Geo, 
Lafayette in June, 1828. Though It ts pretty gen- 
erally correct, I will endeavor to give you a 
sketch of what I saw on that da): Io 1819 a cay- 
alry company was Organized in Louisvilie, com- 
manded by Robert Toad, R. 6.

The eavalrv. on the reception of 
Lafayette, I think, was commanded by James D.

Wm. Penny, Capt. Fred. Tarnar' company, and 
occasion, ‘commanded by Vol. Onas L. Barisan, 
ano all commanded by Gen. Geo. W. Chambers 
On the morning of the arrival of Lafayet'e I was 
at work on a mill buliding for Mr. Geo.

I could not work, so 
dre ke off and followed on foot, overtaking the 
crowd where ii had halted about half-way de- 
tween the Tweifih-street toll-gate aad Portland. 
Tbe cavairy ana squad ot ariiliery baving gone 
to Portland, General Cham ders nad the military 
ip une on the north side of the turapike in a 
stiip of woods. Ma, ye, General Chambers of 
that day was not the aged and gentlemaaniy look- 
ing man we see leisure y Walking the streets 
now. Picture to yoursetf a man upwards of six 
feet, erect av an Iadian, moun ed om a superb 
tron-gray horse in tui uoliorm, yellow epaue 
lettes on his shoulders. almost as big as a young 
lad’ys head of the pres ot day, a cocked hat, 
with a whice feather elgh'eea inches long, tioped 
with six inches of red, be look d a p feet min- 
tary Adouls. Whenl «ot up to them. General 
Crambers was practiciax his holyday soldiers ihe 
maneuver of saluting a superior officer. After 
waiting an hour or t- o the Orst carriage arrived 
containiog Lafaye te aad Colonel Anderson, of 
Soidier’s Retreat Other carriages followed, with 
Captain Hite, Colonel Dick Taylor, George Wash- 
ing'on Lafaye t, and o hers. The old geptiemen 
were all strangers to me, but I go: the names 
from those who appeared to kao them. 
The procession passed thiough the various 
streets of Loulsville, sich, at that day, were fw 
and very short, the ladies in every direction 
waviag their white bandkerchiefs. Siopping on 
Fifth street, oppo. 1 e the side door of the Union

peared. Tne military was in line on the west 
side of the street, in front of old Mat’s barber- 
shop.
